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I WOULD like to change the UUe of that 
*■ etoiy in the 15th chapter of St. Luke 
and all it, "The Parable of the Broken- 
hearted Father," giving the words, "But 
when lie was yet a great way off his 
father saw Wm." as the key that unlocks 
the treasure house of love underlying the 
parahle. It always seems to me that this 
story was told by Jesus much more for the 
puipoee of showing how the father longed 
for the return of his erring boy, raUier 
than for ehowing how far one may wander 
in foolishness and sin and yet be welcomed 
back home. 

If we keep this central text in mind I 
think we can readily enough arrive at 
some feint realization of how the father 
loved and longed for the boy who had bo 
gaily and thoughtlessly left home. 

If he Eirw him, "wWen he was yet a great 
way 00," he must have been looking for 
him. The boy perhaps thought that he 
might be able to ste^ back to the old 
home tmnoticed in his tags.

4 — Natural Revelation is given to 
all, and men are responsible for the 
measure of light thus bestowed upon them. 
This is taught by the Bible, which shows 
that: 

Ja) God speaks to man in Nature. 

"The heavens declare the glory of 
God; and the firmament sheweth His 
handiwork. Day unto day uttcreth speedi 
and night unto night sbeweth knowledge." 
(Psalm xix:I.2.1 

"That which may be known of God is 
manifest in them. . . For the invisible 
things of Him since the creation of the 
worid are dearly seen, being perceived 
through the things that are made, even 
His everlasting power and divinity; that 
they may be without excuse."

(b) God speaks to man through Con- 
science. 

"Which show the work of the law 
wntten in their hearts, thar consdence 
also beanng witness, and there thoughts 
the meanwhile accusing or else excusing 
one another," (Romans u: 15.) 

5— But Natural Revelation alone Is 
insufllclent, for: 

(a) Natural Revelation provides only 
very liinited knowledge of God, showing 
little, for example, of His holiness, love, 
mercy. Fatherhood, or of His purposes 
for man's future. 

(b) Natural RevelaUon sheds no light 



on man's greatest need— a way of definr- 
ance frtan sin. 

(c) Natural Revelation is geoeial only. 
That is, it makes known, for oample, 
God's goodness to all in providing rain, 
sanshme and other benefiu, but not of 
His caie for each. Thus it fails to 
satisfy the craving of the human beait 
for the personal ffiendship of God and 
for individual mmmimioa with Him. 

(d) Natural Revelation has fiulat. 
throughout the ages, to lead any lacc 
or pecole to a hi^ and holy omKeptioo 
of God. such as is given in the BiMe. 
The only religions which teach tme Living 
God {Monotheianl are the Christian, tl» 
Jewi^ and the Mohanunedaa. Of these 
the Christian aiHl the Jewish rdlpMB 
are founded on the Bible, while Moham- 
medanism derives much of its origioal 
teaching from Bible sources, Histoiy 
sbowB that races and indi^^llal3 possess- 
mg natural rervelatitm only, have ocra^- 
ally devdoped certain trip kJcas of Got.

Miropean power," rich as Croesus, he has

is expected to pass away from lack of 
nutrition at any moment. 

He is called "The War-maker" of 
Europe. As the prindpal stockholder in 
the various Vicker companies, and a 
stockholder in the leading French arma- 
ment firms, he was the outstanding 
figure in the gunmaking trade, when the 
Great War broke out, and it might be 
said of him, that his machine-guns and 
quick-firers have mowed down five 
million men. During the Great War, he 
made enormous profits. 

Then he bought the controlling interest 
in the Monte Carlo Casino, a famous 



gambling establishment which was on 
the verge of bankruptcy. Under his 
magic touch, the profits soared, but the 
number of suiddes mounted with the 
profits, and now that he is staring into 
eternity, the man who has, by some, been 
regarded as "the scourge of humanity," is 
trying to undo the past.

He has aba 
sold all his stocks in European aima and 
munition factories, and has secretly 
opened orphanages for war orphans, fsom 
one end of Europe to another.
